It is Thanksgiving morning, and we

You find a large 
table filled with a variety of food in 
the centre of the room, with ‘‘Kolelt 
Spisa” on one end of the table and 
“Varmt Spisa’’ on the other end, You 
find a_plate_and knife and fork, and 
help-yourself to-as-much or as little as 
you please of any kind of food upon 
the table. Then you carry it to alittle 
side table and eatit. If you want coffee 
you goto another table and help your- 
self as often or as freely as you chogse, 
and take it to your side table to drink, 
Apparenily no one knows or cares 
whether you eat little or much. You 
pay your bill at the counter, and if it 
is cold spisa it is” about 20 or 26 cents; 
if hot, about 35o0r 40 cents, with no 
end of variety in dishes at either price.

Home In Samoa, 

AUCKLAND, 'N. “Z., Dec. 17,—Every lover 
of pure and entertaining fiction and every 
one who admires the mastery of a clear iind 
polished literary style will learn with 
deep regret that Robert Louis Stevenson 
is dead. 

He was always of a delicnte constitution, 
and it was on this account that, since 1880,

eondition.. 

Robert -Louis Balfour Stevenson: was 
born in Edinburgh, Nov. 18, 1850. He waa 
educated at private schools and at the 
University of Rdinburgh, and was called 
to the Scottish bar, but traveled and de- 
voted himself to literature, 

One of his earliest works was an ac- 
count of ‘his travels in California, but the 
work which established his reputation ad 
a writer of fiction was ‘l'reasure Island,” 
published in 1883.

Hyde,”’ which was dramatized and played

HOW DINNER WAS’ SERVED IN THE 
FOURTEENTH CENTURY. 


Boar's Head, With Roseniary, Brought In to 
the Musie'of Trumpets—Roasted Peacock 
the Pride of the Feast--Barbarous Appe- 
tites of Brave Knights and Fair Ladies, 


It was a gay scene—that great hall, 
tvhére the yule log Was blazing in the 
immense fireplace, big enough for two 
whole oxen to be roasted therein; the 
high rafters festéoned with branches of 
holly, holme, laurel and ivy; the wide 
portal crowned. with, mistleto6, and the 
table, which was. literally a board_ of 
boards, all of oak and polished till they 
shone, stretching the whole leugth’ of 
the room, 160 feet. diel 

Twelve o’vlock has just struck, and 
the household is mustering in the mag- 
nificent hall, it being ‘‘covering time,’’ 


|_ov the hour for-preparing the tables fo- 


dinner. The steward in his gown, a 
most important looking personage, is 
standing at the uppermost part of the 
hall, surrounded by most of the chief 
officers. The table is neatly covered 
with a. purple velvet cloth, saltcellars 
and trenchers, under. the supervision of 
the usher of the-hall. ; 

" The yeomén of the ewery and pantry, 
conducted by the yeoman usher, then 
enter the dining chamber. As they pass 


~pobhrommlthe door, they bow reverentially, |” 


and they do the same.upon approaching 


the table, They then lay down at the 
side of each trencher a knife ‘‘hafted 
with silver”’ and a.gpoon. No forks are 
laid, for these .convenient articles have 
.,not yet been invented, Next in succes- 
sion comes the yeoman of the cellar, 
who dresses the sideboard with wines, 
flagons, dvinking cups and such vessels 
as are consigned to his care. The yeo- 
man of the butlery follows him, aud 
brings up, beer and ale, and arranges 
the pewter pots, jugs, and so forth, on 
the sideboard, 
‘The dinner time has now-fully ar- 
riyed, and the steward's command .js

and his nobles and guests to dinner. In 
they come, dressed in their court attire, 
the king and his lords ‘n magnificent 
long green colored velvet tums, silken 
hosiery-and-red-_leather_boots, .with very: 
long points; the pretty girl queen, 
-Anne of. Bohemia, and her ladies in 
particolored kirtles of white and blue, 
cotehardies edged with fur, and their 
hair done up in a gold. fret or cone of 
uetwork. 

When the guests were assembled and 
seated, the king and queen occupying a 
dais above the others, the trumpets 
sounded, and a band of musicians en- 
téred the hall. The server followed 
them, bearing upon a huge golden plat- 
tér a boar’s. head dressed with sweet 

The boar’s head, with @ great golden 
pippin placed between its tusks, is then 
placed upon the table, where it is served 
with mustard sauce, and the Christmas 
dinner gins. No napkins or’ forks 
are used, and brave knights and noble 
ladies wipe their greasy hands upon the 
tablecloth and throw the discarded 
bones and pickings upon the floor. 

Besides the famous boar’s head,* the 
first course consists of roasted beef 
joints, pigs roasted, venison with fru- 
menty (a curious concoction of boiled 

“wheat and eggs seasoned” with sugar 
and spices), broth of pork and onions, 
custard and a subtlety, the latter being 
an'ornamental dish representing a ship, 
a castle -or a human being, just as the 
taste of the cook dictated, 

The second course is introduced by 
the bringing in of a peacock with all its 


covered with leaf of gold. A singular 
dish, was it not? Like the subtlety, it 
must be intended merely for an orna 
mental dish. Notat all. It was a real 
dish to eat. The peacock was sttffed 
with all manner of spices and swect 
herbs, thoroughly roasted, basted with 
yolk of egg, served with plenty of gra- 
vy, and was considered the greatest de!- 
~icacy of the Christmas feast. 

It was something of -a task, as you 
may imagine, to prepare this bird of 
Juno for the table. The skin was care- 
fully removed before it was baked, and 
then, when it was taken from the oven 
and cooled, the skin was sewed on again 
dexterously, not so much as a feather 
being ruffed. It was carried to the ta- 
ble on a silver basin, with a lighted 
piece of ‘cotton, which had been’ satu- 
rated in alcohol, placed in its beak. 
No part of the dinner was so eagerly 
anticipated as this, and ‘all manner of 
vows were pledged over the beautiful 
bird. The chronicles of the middle ages 
record many of these vows. 

Jellies of meat or fish, all manner of 
fowls, roasted or boiled capons, hams, 

ies of carp, tongues, mutton pies and 
plum puddings followed in due order, 
and these were displaced by, a, dish of 
jelly, fruits and another subtlety: There 
were but few vegetables to accompany 
the various dishes of meat and fowl. 

After the solid -food was disposed of, 
wine and ale were drank in profuse’ 
quantities, One wonders how they could 
eat and drink so much, People had bar- 
barous appetites in those days, and a 
lady of rank would swallow two or three 
tankards of alé at a single meal. 

This dinner on that long ago Christ- 
mas day. lasted.two hours. In the evens 
ing there was more’ feasting, and the 
historian amazes us by the vast enunrer- 
ation of swine, oxen, sheep, pigs, hares, 
kids and fowls slaughtered and the,tons 
of ale. and wine drank, England was 
merry England then,-atid rude license 
and boisterous cheer characterized the 
Yuletide festival. Yet doubtless we who 
eat our Christmas, dinner with much 
less form and noise enjoy ourselves.as 
truly. Certainly, we have more refine: 
ment than those fair ladies and gallant 
knights, who greased their fingers and 
soiled the tablecloth eating the boar’s 
head and the stuffed peacock and the’ 
frumenty ot that Christmas dinner of 
the fourteenth century.—Christian Ad- 
vocate.

There is a legend, interesting in con- 
nection with the custom of extending 
festivities from Christmas to Twelfth 
day, or Epiphany. ~According to tradi- 
tion, St. Joseph, while passing through 
the town of Glastonbury, rested on a 
hillside, His walking stick of dry haw=. 
thorn he-thrust iuto the earth, when it 
immediately took root and the next day 
blossomed. “Every year thereafter. it 
blossomed on Christmas day, which was 
Jan. 6, old style. This thorn tree had 
two trufiks and grew to an immense 
size. Many singular instances’ related 
of it obtained general credence, & 

Once in Qaeen Elizabeth's time a 
Puritan, hoping to root out-the super- 
stition attached to it, hewed down the 
larger trunk, but when he attacked the 
other he was’ miraculously ‘prevented 
from accomplishing his task, His ax 
slipped, cutting his Jeg seriously, and a 
chip flew up and put out one of his 
eyes. The seyered trunk lay for years 
attached to the earth by a mere frag- 
ment of bark, yet it grew and flourish-, 
ed. Even after it was taken away and 
thrown ‘into, a ditch it continued to 
blossom, while the standing trunk, all 
cut and mangled near the roots, spread 
out its branches in a gréat circle and 
bloomed luxuriantly, i 

A long time afterward the second 
trunk was cut down, but the shoots

It is on record that 
when the change of style was made in 
1763-people-were greatly_perplexed, won- 
dering on what day the Glastonbury 
thorn would blossom: A great crowd 
collected on Deo. 25, N. S., and find- 
ing no blossoms watched the tree until 
Jan. 6, the old Christmas day, when it 
bloomed as usual.

John Cronin Practically His 
Own Executioner. 


Hanging Carried’ Out Without Friction, 
The First Execution In New England by 
the New Avtomatic Machine, ~ 


HARTFORD, Dec, 18.—John Cronin was 
hanged at 1:01 o’elock this morning at tho. 
state prison in Weathersfield, and was 
pronounced. dead 19 minutes aftér., The 
automatic gallows worked perfectly. His 
body was taken down at 1:40 o'clock and 
interred at Bluehill cemetery at 5 o’clock, 
The scene was without special interest. 

Cronin’s Crime, 

John Cronin’s crime was the murder ot 
Albert Skinner at South Windsor, a small 
village about. five miles north of this city, 
on Oct. 5, 1893. Cronin was prompted by 
revenge. He had been boarding with 
Skinner for several 1a0nths, when the lat- 
ter ordered him away. A fight ensued at 
the time, and Cronin then went on a pro 
tracted debauch. 

The night before the murder he slept in 
the house of Edward Tucker, who lived a 
short distance from the Skinners. He 
arose early in the morning and went 
toward Skinner’s farm, He entered the 
house, and, going to the kitchen, awaited 
the approach of Skinner, who was at work 
in-the ban; As soon as Skinner appeared, 
Cronin drew, a revolyer and shot him 
through the side, inflicting a mortal 
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Mrs. Skinner, attracted by the shot, saw 
what had been done and immediately 
went into hysterics, Three workmen, 
passing the house @ few minutes later, 
saw the woman in the yard tearing her 
hair and screaming. They undertook to 
pacify her and discovered her husband in 
a pool of blood and ina dying condition, 
Other neighbors hastened te the; scene 
and medical attendance was secured, but 
the injured man died within an hour. 

All this time the murderer was boister- 
ously walking through the house and 
yard with the pistol in his hand, and de- 


fying the spectators to interfere with him. 


Robert Skinner, stepson of the dead man, 
seizing a favorable opportunity, grappled

aid, the murderer was overpowered, tied 
hand and foot with ropes and taken to the 
county jail.

The new automatic gallows is considered 
an improvement in some respects on that 
of Colorado. By reference to the accom- 
panying cut, the working of the machine 
ean be easily understood. Through the 
doorway can be seen the steel cage (G) in

last..days. Ais the platform” under 
the “nooge. It is raised an_ eighth 
of aninch above the level of the floor, 
hardly enough to be noticeable by the man 
as he stepped upon it. Imniediately, three 
deputies pinioned the man’s legs, placed 
the cap: over his head and adjusted the 
noose. 

The warden occupied a position directly 
in front of the condemned man. In this 
position he had a clear view of the pris- 
oner, and also of a dial over the door 


through which the man’ 


was worked which released an adjustab 
sliding valve at the bottom of a cylinder 
(C), containing 60 pounds of shot.» Like 
the sand in an hourglass, the shot ran out 
of the opening. This allowed a plunger 
(B) to drop slowly into the cylinder, As 
this fell, it pulled a cord (K), attached to 
which was a compound lever (F), and 
also worked the dial, giving warning as to 
the ‘progress of the machine. This 
mechanism can be set for any time de- 
sired. As the cord tightened and was 
pulled downward by the plunger, it 
slowly opened the compound lever, which 
at a certain angle, perfectly adjusted, 
pulled a bolt, and the great dead weight 
(D) was released. 

As the big weight fell down the ved 
track to the ground under the building, 
the hempen rope, running over pulleys on 
a cross beam (F), quickly jerked the con- 
demned man seven feet into the air. On 
the drop there was a rebound, and the 
man was suspended with his feet about 
two feet from the floor. 

The mechanism was enclosed by 4 parti- 
tion along the eritire side, so that nothing 
eould be seen by the condemned man ex- 
cept the noose. The machine worked 
noiselessly, and the weight fell upon soft 
dirt,
